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DUTCH MUTINEERS 
BOMBED FROM AIR: 
18 KILLED, 25 HURT 


Commander of Attacking Force 
Tells of Bombing Mutineers’ Ship 


Vessels and Aircraft Placed in Position When 


Cruiser Is Sighted and Demand for Sur- 


render Made 


and Refused. 


| A description of the surrender of 
|the mutineers who captured the 

Dutch battleship De Zeven Provin- 
| cien was wirelessed to International 
‘News Service today by Capt. Van 
Duin, commander of the punitive 
squadron which forced the muti- 
neers to capitulate after military 
airplanes had bombed the vessel, 
taking a toll of 18 lives. The dis- 
patch follows: 

By CAPT. VAN DUIN. 
‘Commander of the Dutch Navy 

Punitive Squadron. 
(Copyright, 1933.) 

| SOURABAYA, Java, Feb. 10. — 
At 7:30 a. m. today, my squadron 
\sighted the captured battleship De 
|Zeven Pronvincien at the entrance 
to Sunda Strait between Sumatra 
and Java. 

The cruiser Java, leading the 
punitive expedition, steamed ahead, 
convoyed by two destroyers, two 
submarines, tugboats, smaller ves- 
sels and eight Dornier-Wal flying 
| boats. 

I took all necessary measures to 
repel an attack in the event the 


~ | mutineers refused to surrender. 


Satisfying myself that all ships 


|of the squadron and flying boats 
| were in position, I ordered the Ja- 


va’s wireless operator to send an 


ultimatum by radio to the De Ze-

I gave them 10 minutes in which 
to hoist a white flag or garment 
on the awning aft as a token of 
surrender. 

Reply to Ultimatum. 

Some minutes passed before the 
De Zeven Provincien replied to my 
ultimatum. 

Then, this was the message I 
received by radio: 

“European and native members 
of the crew of the De Zeven Pro- 
vincien refer you to their wireless 
proclamation to the world press on 


trouble them and allow them to 
proceed to Sourabaya unmolested.” 

In the proclamation to the press, 
the mutineers declared they had 
no intention of resorting to force 
and had carried away the battle- 
ship merely as a form of “peace- 
ful protest”.against a pay cut. 

I immediately ordered flying 
boats to prepare to attack the ves- 
sel. 

Three flying boats flew over the 
De Zeven Provincien and dropped 
one bomb, which was observed to 
strike the warship in the region of 
the forecastle. 

There was a heavy explosion, fol- 
lowed by flames, showing that fire 
had broken out. 

Some moments later, several 
white flags appeared on various 
parts of the deck, while another 
was hoisted to the signal mast. 

Unconditional Surrender. 

At the same time, a second radio 
message was received stating that 
the leaders of the mutiny surren- 
dered unconditionally. 

The mutineers began pouring out 


on decks and scrambled into life- 
boats, which were lowered and 
rowed in the direction of my de- 
stroyers, which in the meantime 
steamed close to the De Zeven 
Provincien. 

All the mutineers were placed un- 
der arrest as soon as they boarded 
my ships. 

Official casualties are 18 killed 
and 25 wounded aboard the De 
Zeven Provincien. All were caused 
by the single bomb which was 
dropped when the mutineers re- 
fused to surrender. Three Euro- 
pean sailors and one petty officer 
are among the dead. 

Sailors from the destroyer Pie- 
thein boarded the De Zeven Pro- 
vincien and assisted in transfer- 
ring the bodies of the dead to a 
destroyer, which will proceed to 
the island of Onrust for burial

AT SI. GHARLES 


David A. Miller, Woods- 
man, Goes to His Death 
Calmly Repeating Prayers 
After Catholic Priest. 


KILLED SPINSTER 
DURING HOLDUP 


Confessed Murder After Ar- 
rest but Repudiated 


Statement During Trial— 
Csmpanion in Prison. 


David A. Miller, gaunt woodsman 


and itinerant farmhand, died on 
the gallows in the St. Charles 
County jail before dawn today. 
After spending the night in pray- 
er, he was hanged at 6:03 o’clock 
for the murder of Miss Pauline 
Duebbert in an attempted robbery 


on her farm at Femme Osage, 
southwest of St. Charles, on Aug. 
22, 1929. At 6:17 he was pronounced 
dead and his body was cut down. 
He was I-neeling beside his bunk 
on the second floor of -the jail 
when Deputy Sheriffs Borgmeyer 
and Rufkahr went for him just be- 
fore 6 o'clock. With him was t: > 
Rev. Charles Weinig, assistant pas- 
tor of St. Peter’s Church in St. 
Charles, who had been his adviser 
since he became a member of the 


Catholic Church after his convic- 
tion three years ago for the Dueb- 


bert murder. 

As the deputies stepped into the 
cell he arose, pale but self-pos- 
sessed. He listened abstractedly 
while Borgmeyer read the death 
warrant. In his right hand he had 
a small crucifix. He held to it 
tightly as his hands were hand- 
cuffed behind him and his arms 
were strapped at his elDows. 

35 Witnesses Present. 


The death march began, 12 or i3) 000 


steps to the trap on the second 
floor of the jail, around which 
about 35 witnesses were gathered. 
Beside him walked Fath2r Weinig 
in cassock, surplice and stole, re- 
citing the Ave Maria, which the 
condemnéd man repeated after 
him, with his eyes on the floor. 

He stepped onto the trap still 
murmuring the prayer. Sheriff 
Phelps, interrupted: “Have you any- 
thing to say?” 

The condemned man looked up. 

“I have nothing to say,” he re- 
plied in a low voice. 

Swiftly a black cap was placed 
on his head and his knees and 
ankles were bound with straps. The 
deputies stepped back, signaled to 
Sheriff Phelps who stood ready to 
spring the trap. 

The iron platform clanged harsh- 
ly. 
Below, on the first floor, Coroner 
Freeman stepped forth from a 
group of 25 spectators, including 
the Coroner’s jury, and fixed his 
stethoscope to his ears. After 14 
minutes he stepped away and sig- 
naled to a Deputy Sheriff to take 
the body down. 

Murder During Holdup. 

So the law tardily took its toll 
for the death of Miss Duebbert, 48- 
year-old spinster, who was _ shot 
without mercy when she cried out 
in German to her cousin, August 
Meier, “They hit me.” The holdup 
men, Millerre and Norman E. Tan- 
ner, who is now serving a life term 
for the murder, fled into the dark- 
ness after Tanner had shot and 
wounded Meier. 

After making a confession prior 
to his trial, Miller repudiated iton 
the witness stand as gained by 
duress, and never since then has 
he openly admitted his participa- 
tion in the murder. 

For months since his incarcera- 
tion, he had occupied himself in a 
previously unrecognized talent for 
painting in water colors. In the 
past year he had done more than 
200 pictures, copying most of them 
from magazines and advertising 
calendars. 

Last Painting to Priest. 

His last painting, completed 
Wednesday night, he gave to Fath- 
er Weinig. After that he laid aside 
his paints and brushes and set him- 
self to the work of writing fare- 
well letters to his friends and to 
his father, C. F. Miller, 83-year-old 
blacksmith, at Swedeborg, Mo. 

“Don’t cry,” he wrote to his fa- 
ther. “They are going to kill my 
body, but my soul will live.” 

As he wrote one of the letters, 
deputies were testing the trap out- 
side his closed door. The trap 
clanged and the sandbag on the 
end of the hangman’s rope fell to 
the end of its journey with a loud 
thump, but the condemned man 
made no sign that he heard it.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—A re- 
port showing that loans by the hKe- 


construction Corporation to some 
railroads exceed the present vulue 
of the collateral held by the Gov- 
ernment today was placed before a 
Senate committee. 

Half a dozen railroads now owe 
the corporation more than the mar- 
ket value of the collateral they ad- 
vanced for the loans, the report 
said. Part of the document was .eao 
into the record py Chairman Couz- 
ens of the committee that is inves- 
tigating carrier loans. 

Testimony aiso was preseuted 
that applications are pending for 
further advances of about $70,000,- 


The R. F. C. report showed that 
the Central of Georgia owes $2,- 
903,000, but that its collateral has a 
market value of only $898,000. Miles 
C. Kennedy, chief of the railroad 
division of the relief corporation, 
testified, however, that it was 
“adequate security,” ‘n his opinion. 

The Chicago, North Shore & Mil- 
waukee, which was characterized 
by Couzens as an “Insull road,” 
was shown to have borrowed $1,- 
150,000 on collateral which Kennedy 
agreed could not be valued at the 
present time, though he contended 
it was worth “something.” 

The market value of collateral 
held by the R. F. C. on loans of 
$5,000,000 to the St. Louis-San Fran- 
cisco is only $829,000, the report 
also disclosed. 

I. C. C. and R.-F. C. Witness. 

Charles D. Mahaffie of the In‘er- 
state Commerce Commission tcsti- 
fied that applications totaling about 
$55,000,000 were pending before it. 

Miles C. Kennedy, chief of the 
railroad division of the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation, said applications 
for more than $15,000,090 are awiuit- 
ing action by that organization 

Kennedy said these applications 
included $11,127,000 from the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern and $5,000.000 
from the Baltimore & Ohio. 

Chairman Couzens pointed out 
that the Baltimore & Ohio already 
has been advanced $67,000,000 on 
collateral valued at $76,000,009 on 
Jan. 28. 

“Is this additional $5,000,000 to be 
loaned on the same collateral?” he 
asked. “Yes,” Kennedy replied. 

“So, if the $5,000,000 is granted, 
they will have $72,000,000, with an 
estimated collateral at only $76,900,- 
000,” Couzens remarked. 


Missouri Pacific Loans. 


The Chicago & Northwestern, 
Couzens read further, has _ bor- 
rowed $18,193,000 on collateral now 
valued at $16,356,000. 

The Chicago, North Share & Mil- 
waukee, he added, citing it as an 
Insull company, has borrowed $1,- 
150,000, and the R. F. C. is unable to 
“even estimate the present value” 
of the collateral. “You can prob- 
ably count that off as profit and 
loss,” he commented. It was then 
Kennedy said it “had some value.” 

Couzens said the report showed 
the Gulf, Mobile & Northern had a 
loan of $260,000, which was not cov- 
ered by the market value of the 
collateral. 

The Missouri Pacific, which re- 
cently received an additional loan 
of $3,000,000, Couzens said, already 
had borrowed $17,100,000 on collat- 
eral with a present estimated value 
of only $7,392,000. 

Kennedy said the Missouri Pa- 
cific put up additional collateral 
for the $3,000,000 loan, but did not 
estimate its value. This included, 
hé said, $10,000,000 in bonds now 
selling at 24 or 25, $12,000,000 in 
obligations owed the line by sub- 
sidiaries and some stock which he 
did not name. 

Among the loans cited by Couz- 
ens with the present market or 
estimated value of the collateral 
back of them, was the Southern 
Railway, $14,723,000 in loans, $11-" 


Wife Slain in Park and Killer 
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ONLY JOBLESS ONE IN FAMILY, 
MAN SHOOTS SELF TO DEATH 


Walter Dempsey Unemployed Two 
Years; Brothers and Sister

Truck Driver Then Puts

They 
had quarreled recently over muney 
matters, had agreed on a divorce, 
but disagreed over the $5260 finan- 
cial settlement she demanded. 

Lived With Wife’s Mother. 

Mantia, 43 years old, is a driver 
for the William Mantia Fruit Co., 
424 Wash street, owned by his 
brother. He lived at the Smiley 
avenue address with his wife and 
her mother, Mrs. Emma Har- 
vey. His wife’s brother, William 
Scott Harvey, and her daughter by 
a previous marriage, Mrs. Jean 
Walsh, also reside there. 

Mrs. Walsh said her mother had 
given her the license number of the 
automobile in which she left with 
Mantia last night, asking her to 
notify police if she failed to re- 
turn in due course. As her moth- 
er left, Mrs. Walsh said, she had 
overheard Mantia say to her, “this 
is the last ride we will have to- 
gether.” / 

“We had been quarreling for 
about a month,” Mantia told police, 
“and yesterday afternoon my wife 
told me to take my clothes out of 
the house. I took them to the

NEUNKIRCHEN, Germany, Feb. 
10.—One hundred persons were re- 
ported dead or injured, in two gas 
tank explosions that shook this 
town tonight, spreading death and 
destruction throughout the entire 
area, 

Hardly a window in the town of 
2000 people remained intact. The 
force of the explosion shot bodies 
across streets, against walls and 
into the air. 

First aid was on its way from 
towns as far as 25 miles away, in 
which the explosion was heard, 
Rescue workers encountered ob- 
stacles in debris-filled streets. All 
available hospitals supplied medi- 
cines, physicians and nurses, and 
trucks were used to get them into 
the area of the explosion. 

A gas tank 270 feet high and 
150 feet in diameter, belonging to 
the Neunkirchen Blast Furnace 
Works—one of the most modern 
in the Saar region—exploded and 
part of it caught fire. The tank 
cover was hurled 2500 feet across 
a stretch of railroad tracks. 

Densely populated workmen's 
quarters in the vicinity suffered 
badly. Police made inhabitants of 
several streets leave their homes. 

There were many distressing 
scenes as survivors searched for 
members of their families. 

Neunkirchen looked as though it 


had been razed by shellfire. The 
second explosion, although smaller 
than the first, made several! totter- 
ing walls coliapse, and additional 
persons were injured. 

The greatest destruction was in 
Saarbrueckener Strasse alongside 
the works, where 50 houses were 
laid in ruins. Many residents 
rushed out of the town in panic. 

The first explosion was heard as 
far as Cologne to the north and 
Basel, Switzerland, to the south. 
People throughout Baden thought 
there was another earthquake. 

All the telephone lines in the vi- 
cinity were down. 

Trains could not approach the 


railway station because the tracks 
were covered with debris. 

It was 6:10 p. m. when the tank 
exploded, shooting up flames which 
were seen over a wide area. 

A police cordon was thrown 
around the gas works and was ex- 
tended to include nearby tanks for 
fear of another explosion. 

The authorities contemplated 
evacuating the lower part of the 
town because of the danger of gas 
poisoning. 

The explosion was heard in Hel- 
delberg, 50 miles away. 

A second explosion at 7:15 p. m. 
hurled additional debris into the

drawn for introduction today in 
both the House and Senate. The 
bill will carry an emergency 
clause, making it effective as soon 
as it is passed by both Houses and 
signed by the Governor. 

House and Senate leaders asked 
for a conference with the Govern- 
or on the revenue situation, after 
State Auditor Smith and State 
Treasurer Nacy reported the gen- 
eral revenue fund was so depleted 
the February payroll could not be 
paid at the end of the month and 
the expenses of the Legislature for 
the month could not be paid. De- 
partment salaries paid from. the 
general revenue fund total about 
$230,000 a month. The monthly 
bills payable from this fund aver- 
age about $400,000. 

Salaries paid in many of the de- 
partments from _ special funds, 
levies or earnings are not affected 
by the shortage of money in the 
general revenue fund, the ptinci- 
pal operating fund of the State. 

Legislators at Conference. 

Those attending the conference 
were Senator Kinney from the Sen- 
ate, and Speaker Meredith, Demo- 
cratic Floor Leader Keating and 
Repreesntative McCawley from the 
House. Diversion of money from 
the various special funds in the 
State Treasury to the general rev- 
enue fund, or for any expenditure 
other than the-purposes specified in 
the laws creating these special 
funds, now is prohibited by law. 
There are more than 40 such funds, 
including various bond and interest 
sinking funds. 

The measure being drafted per- 
mits a diversion of any “idle 
money” from any of the funds to 
the general revenue fund, to be 
used in payment of state payrolls 
and other obligations. Such trans- 
fers would not exceed in one year 
an amount equal to two-thirds of 
the estimated general revenue re- 
ceipts for that year. 

When the general revenue re- 
ceipts are received, under the bill, 
the money would be repaid to the 
fund from which it was_ trans- 
ferred, with interest at the rate the 
money would have drawn if depos- 
ited in a State depository. 

It was suggested in the confer- 
ence that about $4,000,000 was in 
the State Highway fund, part of 
which would not be needed imme- 
diately, and that there were bal- 
ances in other funds that could be 
drawn on, until the bulk of the 
general revenue receipts, most of 
them payable later in the year, are 
received.

“Terminable Permits’ Bill 
troduced by Keating for 
“‘A. Friend.”’

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.—A 
bill providing for indeterminate or 
“terminable” permits, another name 
for permanent franchises—for pub- 
lic utilities in Missouri, and propos- 
ing to deprive cities and towns of 
the State of their inherent power to 
grant or withhold franchises from 
utilities, was introduced in the 
House today under the sponsorship 
of Democratic floor leader E. J. 
Keating of Kansas City. 
Perpetual franchise legislation 
has long been a perennial in the 
Missouri Legislature without even 
reaching the statute books in the 
form of laws. 
The bill introdeced today, 
bodies virtually all of the provi- 
sions of the preceding bills, with 
several additions, to assure Missou- 
ri utilities of perpetual franchises, 
which may be terminated only by 
purchase of the utility by the mu- 
nicipality in which it operates. 
Keating today said he did not 
write the bill but declined to re- 
veal the source of it. “It was hand- 
ed to me by a friend,” Keating said. 
It provides that hereafter every 
franchise, license or permit grant- 
ed to any public utility shall have 
the effect of an indeterminate per- 
mit, which shall continue in force 
and effect permanently, unless the 
municipality exercises an option, 
provided in the bill, to buy the pub- 
lic utility’s property. 
The bill places in the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, after 
Sept. 1, 1933, “the sole power to li- 
cense, permit or to grant franchises 
to any public utility.”

RAILROAD CHEATED 
OUT OF $1,000 000 
NINE INDICTMENTS 


Chicago Commission Mer- 
chants Accused of De- 
frauding the Wabash 
Through False Claims.

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—Nine Chi- 
cago merchants and commission 
houses were indicted in Federal 
Court today on charges of de 
frauding the Wabash Railway Co. 
of $1,000,000 through false claims. 
The Wabash is in receivership. 

The indictments resulted from an 
investigation by ‘the Interstate 
Commerce Commission under the 
Elkins act which prohibited persons 
or corporations from receiving, so- 
liciting or accepting rebates on in- 
terstate shipments. 

Judge Yoodward set bond at 
$5000 for each defendant. 

United States Attorney Green said 
the defendants had filed many 
claims on shipments of produce 
with the railroad. 

Those indicted are: 

Gust and Alex Relias, brothers, 
five counts each, charged with fil- 
ing $12,000 in claims for damages 
and receiving a $9500 settlement. 

William Shapiro, five counts, re- 
ceiving $950 on claims totaling 
$1400. 

Shapiro Brothers Distributing 
Compnay, ten counts charging re- 
ceiving $3200 on false claims to- 
taling $4650. 

Le W. Wolfe, five counts, receiv- 
ing $1250 on false claims of $1600. 

Northern Fruit and Produce 
Company, headed by Wolfe, seven 
counts, reeciving $4200 on claims of 
$6000. 

L. W. Christensen, president of 
L. W. Christensen Traffic Agency, 
and Abe Rafelson & Co., one count 
jointly charging filing a fraudulent 
claim for $1900 and settling for 
$1284. 

Abe Rafe‘son & Co., six counts 
charging receiving $1600 on claims 
totaling $2000. 

Louis Feinstein, two counts, re- 
ceiving $314 on claims totaling $442. 

Assistant District Attorney Ben- 
jamin Landis listed many other 
claims on which he said the defend- 
ants had settled. 

Maximum sentences of two yea-s 
in Federal penitentiary and fines 
up to $20,000 may be inflicted upon 
conviction. 

Landis said investigators found 
evidence of collusion among the 
defendants while questioning the 
120 witnesses. They would file a 
claim for a rebate on a shipment, 
alleging damage in transit, then 
over-value the shipment and the 
amount of “damage,” and under- 
state the price received for dam- 
aged goods, he said. Thus the rail- 
road would be over-charged thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Federal law permits no rebates 
to be paid shippers by railroads. 
The defendants sought and accept- 
ed them in the guise of faked dam- 
age claims, the Government 
charged. 

Landis said the investigation was 
not complete. 

“The railroads generally have 
been lax and negligent in paying 
these claims,” he said. “In some 
instances there is evidence of collu- 
sion between these shippers and 
railroad employes. This is the most 
destructive practice that has exist- 
ed among the shippers for some 
year.”

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SENATE WALL 
STREET INQUIRY 
PETERING OUT 


Indications Committee Will 
Be Asked to Proceed With 
Stock Market Investiga- 
tion or Quit.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Devel- 
opments of the last few days indi- 
cate that, unless the Senate Com- 
mittee authorized to investigate the 
stock market, emerges soon from 
the state of suspended animation 
into which it lapsed several weeks 
ago, there will be demands from 
the Senate floor that it either shoot 
or give up the gun. This, too, not- 
withstanding that Senator Peter 
Norbeck, the South Dakota well- 
digger, who is chairman of the com- 
mittee, issued no less than three 


statements in the course of yester- 
day afternoon, protesting his eager- 
ness to get on with the investiga- 
tion. 

Senate anxiety over thé progress 
of the inquiry has been greatly 
deepened by a series of resignations 
from the investigating staff—some 
of them accompanied by accusa- 
tions of “whitewashing.” 

Since the. committee started on 
the job last April, it has had five 
different lawyers as counsel, four 
of whom resigned. The latest to 
resign, Ben Irving Cooper, had pre- 
viously distinguished himself as an 
assistant of Samuel Seabury in the 
Scandals of Manhattan. He left 
Washington in a huff, declaring 
Norbeck had failed to give him the 
“free hand” he “had been prom- 
ised.” 

The new counsel, Ferdinand Pe- 
cora, also of New York, celebrated 
his arrival by announcing that 
hereafter the inquiry would be “fact 
finding, not a head-hunting, expedi- 
tion.” Many Senators immediately 
construed this as a reassurance to 
Wall street that, while its methods 
would continue to be a subject of 
scrutiny, no individual need have 
any anxiety about his personal safe- 
ty—or freedom. That didn’t set 
very well. 


Norbeck Rather Upset. 


Norbeck was rather upset yester- 
day over the statement of David 
A. Olson, an accountant, who re- 
Signed from the committee’s em- 
ploy, with the explanation that he 
could no longer conform to the 
committee’s standards of “incom- 
petence and procrastination,” and 
that he declined to be a party toa

NEW YORK BROKER'S WIFE 
SUES WOMAN FOR $4,000,000 


Charges Alienation and “Criminal 
Conversation”; St. Louisan’s

WANDERWELLS WIDOW 


WITNESS FOR DEFENSE 


Testifies That No Search Was. 
Made for Pistols Sunday 
Before Murder, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONG BEACH, Cal., Feb. 10.— 
Aloha Wanderwell, young widow of 
Capt. Walter Wanderwell, his com- 
panion in years’ of adventuring in 
strang places of the world,and one 
of the star witnesses of the State 
in the trial of William James Guy 
for Wanderwell’s murder aboard 
the yacht Carma, today was called 
as a defense witness. 


search aboard the Carma for two 
pistols on the Sunday preceding the 
murder as the vessel was preparing 
to depart on a cruise to the South 
Seas with a strangely assorted crew 
of girls and young men. 

Opening its case the defense 
struck vigorously at the strongest 
link in the State’s case against Guy, 
with an effort to break down iden- 
tification of him as the “face at the 
porthole” the night Wanderwell 
was shot to death. 

Miss Margaret Pettibone and sev- 
eral newspaper reporters testified 
that Cuthbert Wills, engineer of 
the yacht, on the night following 
the murder, said he would not iden- 
tify Guy as the man glimpsed 
aboard the boat. Wills was the 
only prosecution witness who saw 
the man plainly and held conver- 
sation with him. 

Officers never found the pisztol 
with which Wanderwell was shot to 
death. 

Guy contends he was at the home 
of Edward Delarm, an aviator 
friend, at the time of the shooting. 

The 23-year-old Welshman has 
been identified by three members of 
the Carma crew as the gray-c’ad 
stranger who came aboard the 
night of Dec. 5 and inquired st a 
mess hall porthole for Wanderwell 
a few minutes before the gicbe- 
trotter was found slain. 

The jury yesterday inspected the 
brown frame house near the banks 
of the Los Angeles River where a 
police detective and a newspaper 
reporter captured Guy two days 
after the killing. Leaving the house, 
the jurors were taken to the home 
of Delarm. Guy watched the jurors 
as they filed in and out of the 
houses. Handcuffed to a Sheriff's 
deputy, he walked through the 
houses, looking with interest at the 
rooms.

ROANOKE, Va., Feb. 10.—United 
States Commissioner CKarles Fox 
Jr. issued Federal warrants this 
afternoon for the two Roanoke men 
and one woman held here for the 
attempted extortion of $50,000 from 


Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. A com- 
missioner’s hearing was set for 
10:30 a. m. Monday. 

The warrants charging Joe Bry- 
ant, 19 years old, Norman Harvey, 
26, and Harvery’s wife, Elsie, with 
two violations of Federal statutes, 
were given to United States Mar- 
shal Brant for service. 

The two men prisoners had been 
taken by news photographers to 
the stump where the plotters re- 
quested that a check be deposited 
if the infant second Lindbergh 
child was to be spared. 

The warrants charging conspir- 
acy and mailing threatening com- 
munications were ordered by As- 
sistant District Attorney T. X. Par- 
sons. Fox said he expected to de- 
mand $25,000 bond for each of the 
men and a $5000 bond for the wo- 
man. 

Except to deny vigorously any 
connection with the plot the two 
men have kept silent. 

How Youths Were Caught. 

The arrests were made yesterday 
when Bryant called at a bank to 
cash a $17,000 check which had been 
left by a police officer in a hollow 
stump. As he left the bank with a 
dummy package which he thought 
contained “big bills,” Bryant was 
met by Harvey outside the building. 
Both ran when police approached 
and Harvey attempted to get into 
an automobile in which his wife 
and a child sat.

LORD SNELL ARRIVES 
HERE FOR TALK SUNDAY 


British Member of Parliament 
Tells of Conferences With 
Gandhi. 


Lord Snell of Plumstead, a mem- 
ber of the British House of Lords 
and former Parliamentry Under- 
secretary of State For India, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter toddy that 
he anticipated a measure would be 
approved by the end of summer 
that will “go a long way toward 
realizing the next stage of India’s 
self-government.” 

Lord Snell, who is president of 
the English Ethical Union, was seen 


on his arrival at Hotel Coronado 
preparatory to addressing the Zth- 
ical Society meeting Sunday morn- 
ing at Sheldon Memorial, 3648 
Washington boulevard. 

As a member of the Round “able 
conferences, which have been a 
major fact or in formulating En- 
gland’s Indian policy, Lord Snell 
frequently has matched wits with 
Mahatma Gandhi. 


His Idea of Gandhi. 


Of the Indian leader, he said: 

“Gandhi is a very considerable 
person in Indian life. I’m nota 
saint myself so I cannot measure 
him in his own sphere. But he has 
awakened the conscience of mil- 
lions and his influence has, no 
doubt, been good as a whole. 

“Gandhi is a Hindu, an ascetic, 
a dreamer—and like all dreamers 
very sure in his own mind in re 
gard to what he wants. 

“But think of India with its 687,- 
000 villages, 100 separate languages, 
scores of diverse and inimical re- 
ligious sects, contrasting physical 
elements. 

“Great as is the influence of 
Gandhi it only touches the fringe 
of the population. There are many 
physical factors, such as the exist- 
ence of principalities ruled by des- 
potic Princes, over which a saint 
like Gandhi cannot have a decisive 
influence.” 

Lord Snell, who frequently has 
conferred with the Indian leader, 
remarked that he was not, perhaps, 
“so impressive as a_ statesman, 
when I can meet him on equal 
terms.” 


Ready to Grant Freedom. 


Lord Snell said the British Gov- 
ernment was eager to grant India 
full independence “when the time 
arrives that it is ready for it,” but 
pointed out that at present the sit- 
uation was complicated not only by 
paradoxical internal elements but 
also by the circumstance that “some 
areas are overripe for independ- 
ence” while others are “primitive.” 
Turning to world affairs he re- 
marked that the trend of the world 
was toward “a new economic phil- 
osophy,” the dissipation of “the old 
system of economic individualism.” 

While different countries will wit- 

ness various forms of social and 
economic evolution, he is inclined 
to think that all will achieve a “col- 
lective philosophy, perhaps some 
form of Socialism.” 
His own philosophy, shared with 
George Bernard Shaw, is that of 
“Fabian Socialism,” employing so- 
cialistic tenets on a “sound basis 
of economic science.” 

“If Socialism is opposed to po- 
litical science, so much the worse 
for Socialism,” he remerked, “but 
I don’t think it is.” In England, he 
added, “we are feeling our way, 
somewhat in the dark, but sure we 
have to find some new way.” 


Reviews English S:;stem. 


Lord Snell, modestly attired in a 
blue sack suit, low stiff collar, 
black white-figured tie, said factors 
to be considered in his country in- 
cluded an inborn sense of order 
in the people, a recognition of law 
as essential to well-being, and a 
traditional concept of individual 
liberty. Parliament, he said, is un- 
hampered by a Supreme Court or a 
Constitution, but controlled so di- 
rectly by the people “the Govern- 
ment may be overthrown at any 
time and Ministers are compelled 
to keep close to the public pulse.” 

The King, he emphasized, is 
apart from “party and politics,” 
represents the unity of Empire and 
never is mentioned in political dis- 
cussions. 

Lord Snell, whose address Sun- 
day will deal with the world prob- 
lem of “Democracy, Leadership and 
Character,” is paying his ninth 
visit to this country. The only 
comment he cared to make on the 
United States was: 


America thinks she is worse off 
than she really is. She looks like 
a person who has just passed 
through a major operation and still 
is shocked in nerve and spirit—but

C. A. Davis Accused of Fleec- 
ing Mother of Convicted 
Egan Gangster. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 10.— 
Much more money was taken from 
Mrs. Mary Hackethal of Mitchell, 
Ill., by Chester ‘A. Davis, 35 years 
old, alleged confidence man in jail 
in Sacramento, Cal., than is shown 
in the indictment, Federal officials 
said today. Davis faces charge in 
Federal Court here. 

Davis has been sought by local 
officers since September, 1931, when 
he was indicted for obtaining $1600 
from Mrs. Hackethal by represent- 
ing himself as a member of the 
Federal Prison Commission. 

In Springfield, the indictment 
charges that David represented to 
Mrs. Hackethal that he could ob- 
tain the release of her son, Frank, 
from the Atlanta (Ga.) penitentiary. 
She paid him small amounts from 
time to time for “expenses” in trav- 
eling to obtain affidavits he said 
were to be used in obtaining 
Frank Hackethal’s release. 

Frank Hackethal was convicted 
in Judge Louis FitzHenry’s Court 
in 1924 with several members of 
the Egan gang of St. Louis in con- 
nection with the Staunton postof- 
fice robbery. He was sent to At- 
lanta for 25 years. 

The District Attorney’s office 
here said Davis told the convict’s 
mother that he was a representa- 
tive of the Board of Pardons and 
Paroles. He was interested in so- 
cial work and rehabilitation of tr: 
prison systems, he told her, and at 
Atlanta he had become interested 
in her son’s case. Actually, the Gov- 
ernment said, Davis became ac- 
quainted with Frank Hackethal 
when they were prison mates at 
Atlanta. Davis also has served 
time at Leavenworth, they said. 

When Mrs. Hackenthal’s cash was 
depleted he assured her that Frank 
was about to be released. He ob- 
tained clothing and jewelry from 
the mother, supposedly for the use 
of her son when he left Atlanta. 
Davis disappeared and never re- 
turned. 

Before his disappearance, how- 
ever, he induced Lawrence Casting, 
son-in-law of Mrs. Hackethal, to 
quit his position with a Granite 
City steel firm, sell his property 
and go to Seattle, Wash., for a bet- 
ter position with the Government. 
Casting made the ~° arrangements 
but Davis never found him the po- 
sition with the Government.

Seymour Weiss, who identified 
himself to the committee “as a sort 
of financial clearing house for Sen- 
ator Long’s organization,” said he 
furnished funds in cash to Senator 
Long on frequent occasions and 
that he kept no records. Samuel 
T. Ansell, committee counsel, drew 
from the witness that he had on 
numerous occasions given Long 
sums of money which he eithe. got 
from the campaign funds or bor- 


rowed from the Roosevelt Hotel, of 
which he is manager, He denied 
that Long had asked for as much 
as $9000 at any one time, but said 
he had given him on occasion pos- 
sibly as much as $1000. 

Cc. J. Donner, secretary of the 
New Orleans Levee Board, testified 
that he had deducted 10 per cent 
from the salaries of Levee Board 
employes to assist in clearing a def- 
icit of the Louisiana Democratic 
Association, Long’s organization, 
and another deficit in welfare work 
funds. He said the deductions were 
made after the employes had au- 
thorized it at a mass meeting in a 
warehouse. 

Abe Shusman, president of the 
New Orleans Levee Board and a 
Long political associate, said he had 
advanced $7500 to the Long organ- 
ization and he had deducted from 
his own employes to get his money, 

Near the close of the hearing 
Long said his organization had 
helped the New Orleans Item in a 
contest. He said the Item was not 
the only paper that came to them 
“with tincups to put on subscrip- 
tion contests,” but that the New 
Orleans States and Times-Picayune 
also had.

MRS. THOMASSON BACK 
W LITLE ROGK, ARK 


Visited St. Louis When Inquiry 
Into Cause of Husband’s 
Death Was Begun.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 10.— 
Mrs. Grace Carolyn Thomasson, 


widow of Hugh W. Thomasson, 
wealthy St. Louisan, returned to 


as a chemical analysis of Thomas- 
son's vital organs was being made 
following the exhumation of his 
body Wednesday. 

Mrs. Thomasson was absent from 
the city when the body was disin- 
terred by the Coroner, at the sug- 
gestion of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. Her attorney, former Gov. 
Tom P. Terral, said she had gone 
to St. Louis to get her children by 
a former marriage and was pre- 
vented from returning by cold 
weather. He secured half of 
Thomasson’s viscera for a private 
chemical] analysis. 

An autopsy report by Coroner 
Lawson C. Aday yesterday tended 
to bear out the contention of a 
physician that Thomasson’s death, 
Jan. 28, was due to heart disease. 
Coroner Aday said the autopsy 
physicians found an enlargement 
of the heart and evidence of a val- 
vular disease. 

The autopsy physicians said ml- 
croscopic study of the tissues of 
the heart would be necessary before 
determination of the actual cause 
of death. State Chemist William 
F. Mangelsdorf has begun a chem- 
ical analysis of the internal or- 
gans, which is expected to take 
more than a week. 

Dr. Horace A. Ruff, in the death 
certificate, gave ptomaine poison- 
ing as a contributory factor in 


Thomasson’s death.

Dr. Ruff said he had been 
informed by Mrs. Thomasson and 
one of her St. Louis attorneys, Ran- 
dolph Laughlin, who was in Little 
Rock, that Thomasson became ill 
after eating fish in a restaurant.

appointed her administrator the 
day after her husband’s death, but 
vacated the order, and another is 
sued Jan. 12, declaring Thomasson 
sane, when he was informed a 8t. 
Louls jury had held Thomasson was 
legally a resident of St. Louls and 
subject to a sanity hearing there. 

Both Mra. Thomasson and distant 
relatives of her husband have insti- 
tuted suits in St. Louis for posses 
sion of his $750,000 in St. Louls 
business property. Mrs. Thomasson 
is 32 years old and married Thom- 
asson, a bachelor, in 1930.

|CARL FUERSTENBERG, 
GERMAN BANKER, 82, 
FAMOUS WIT DIES 


Anecdotes Recall Sarcastic 
Humor for Which Financier 
Was Celebrated. 


By the Associated Press. 
RLIN, Feb. 10.—Carl Fuers- 


tenberg, German banker, died today 
of pneumonia, He was 82 years 
old. 

One of the pillars of the Berlin 
Stock Exchange, Fuerstenberg was 
almost as well known throughout 
Germany for his sarcastic wit as 
for his personal integrity and his 
business genius. 

His banking house, the Berliner 
Handels Gesellschaft, owed its 
strong position to the skill with 
which he piloted it through the 
dangerous inflation period which 
wrecked many other financial 
houses after the World War. 

Fuerstenberg’s financial talents 

developed early. As a boy of 8, he 
asked his father for 10 pfennigs to 
buy a copy book. With the money 
he bought an orange which he 
solemnly presented to his moth- 
er as “bought with his savings.” 
Mama Fuerstenberg, moved to 
tears, gave him a mark for being 
such a darling boy, and young Carl 
after buying the copy book, danced 
away with 90 pfennigs’ clear profit 
“the highest percentage I ever 
made,” he used to chuckle. 
After the German revolution of 
1918,.the lower ranks of the Han- 
dels Gesellschaft employes sent a 
delegation to Fuerstenberg, with 
the demand that since now all 
were equal, they should each hence- 
forth be called “mister so-and-so,” 
instead of by their first names. “By 
all means,” said Fuerstenberg, 
“provided that from now on you 
call me ‘Carl.’”

U. S$, ATLANTIC FLEET LIKELY 
TO REMAIN IN PACIFIC 


Economy Reason Given for Ex- 
pected Order to Stay on West 
Coast Till July, 1934. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The 
Atlantic fleet probably will remain 
on the West Coast until July 1, 1923, 
it was announced today by Admiral 
William V. Pratt, chief of naval 
operations, “in the interests of 
economy.” Pratt said the navy’s 
budget for the inext fiscal year had 
been cut so much that it was in- 
advisable to make the additional 
expenditure necessary to return the 
fleet to the Atlantic. This would 
cost $400,000 more than the amount 
required to keep it in the Pacific, 
he said.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.— 
Existence of a “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment” between officers of the State 
Highway Department and the Mis- 


souri Gravel Co. to disregard the 
terms of a written contract, was 
disclosed yesterday in the Senate 
investigation of the Highway De- 
partment. 

F. V. Reagel, head of the Bureau 
of Materials, under a severe exam- 
ination by Attorney-General McKit- 
trick, testified about the details 
of the unusual arrangement. 
McKittrick was driving the wit- 
ness to show that the depart- 
ment, with a contract to purchase 
road gravel from the company at a 
price not to exceed 54.3 cents a ton, 
had bought instead, vast quantities 
of washed gravel, not covered by 
the contract, for 85 cents to $1.10 
a ton. 


All From Same Hole in Ground. 

He made the point that all the 
gravel uncer discussion came from 
the same hole in the ground; that 
the hole and the ground, at La- 
grange, Mo., are owned by the State 
and that the company under a lease 
sells some to Missouri and some 
other states and pays the State a 
royalty of 2 cents a ton. 

Two cents a ton royalty, Reagel 
said in response to a _ question, 
is the lowest figure that 
State pays to any private gravel pit 
owner, while in some instances citi- 
zens with gravel pits receive 7 or 
even 10 cents a ton. 

The agreement which MckKit- 
trick’s questioning disclosed is to 
modify part of the contract relating 
to how much of the State’s gravel 
the Missouri Gravel Co. can sell 
commercially. When the contract 
went into effect, three years ago, 
the company could sell any amount 
to municipalities, counties and 
other political subdivisions of the 
State. In February, 1931, the con- 
tract was changed so that the com- 
pany was permitted to sell only 
50,000 tons commercially, but could 
sell it to any purchaser it desired. 

About John Fierke. 

Previously, Reagel had answered 
questions about John Fierke, who 
formerly worked for the Illinois 
State Highway Department where 
Reagel worked 10 years ago, who 
subsequently came to the Missouri 
Highway Department under Reagel, 
but resigned three years ago to ac- 
cept a position with the Missouri 
Gravel Co. 

“Fierke went with the gravel 
company, did he not, immediately 
after the contract with the State 
was signed?” McKittrick demand- 
ed. “I can’t say,” was the answer. 
“I do not remember.” 

Concerning modification of the 
contract, Reagel said he received 
a letter from the Missouri Gravel 
Co. some time after Feb. 1, 1931— 
just when, he did not remember— 
asking that the 50,000-ton limit be 
removed. 

“I wrote them that I could not 
make a ruling on that and Mr. 
Fierke came to Jefferson City to 
see me. He told me the company 
wanted to sell more than 50,000 
tons from the Lagrange plant and 
that they would supply us_ with 
gravel from one of their own plants 
to substitute for what they took. 
I told him again that I could not 
rule on that. 

“Then I took him up to the office 
of the chief engineer, Mr. T. H. 
Cutler, and Mr. Cutler made the 
ruling.’’» 

“Knowing there was a contract to 
the contrary?” McKittrick demand- 
ed. “I suppose Mr. Cutler doesn’t 
care to be bound by the State High- 
way Department’s contracts.” 

“J do not know about that, of 
course,” said Reagel, “but the ruling 
would not deplete the Lagrange 
gravel pit.” 

“Do you mean to say that 100,000 
tons a year would not deplete the 
State gravel pit?”

SWEDISH CRITICS ANGERED 
BY MOVIE BASED ON KREUGER 


Denounce “The Match King” as 
Unjust and In Violation of 
Good Taste. 


STOCKHOLM, Feb. 10. — An 
American motion picture film based 
on the life of lvar Kreuger has 
been wrathfully received by a num- 
ber of newspaper theater critics 
here, partly on the grounds that it 


is unjust to Sweden and the Swed- 
ish people. 

The critics resent the film’s char-

To display such 
a film in Sweden is a flagrant vio- 
lation of good taste and tact.” 

‘The Swedish film industry, in 
which Kreuger was financially in- 
terested, has contracted, however, 
to distribute the film to provincial 
towns in Sweden, it is announced.

PROF. W. Z. RIPLEY 
OF HARVARD RESINS 


He Served as Examiner for 
Federal Commission Con- 
solidation Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 10.— 
The resignation of Prof. William Z. 
Ripley, as Nathaniel Ropes profes- 
sor of political economy, to become 
professor emeritus, was announced 
today by Harvard University. The 
resignation will be effective 
March 1. 

Prof. Ripley has held the chair of 
Nathaniel Ropes professor since 
1911. He has written many books 
on economics and transportation, 
and has served on several national 
boards and commissions. 

In 1918 he was administrator of 
labor standards for the War De- 
partment, and the following two 
years he was chairman of the Na- 
tional Adjustment Commission of 
the United States Shipping Board. 
From 1920 to 1923 he served with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, acting in 1921 as special exam- 
iner on the consolidation of raib 
roads. He prepared an elaborate 
report on merger plans. 

Ripley, who is 66 years old, was 
graduated from Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology in 1890 and 
obtained his master’s and doctor’s 
degrees at Columbia in 1892 and 
1893, respectively, In 1895, he re- 
turned to Massachusetts Institute, 
serving as professor of economics 
for six years. During the same pe- 
riod, he was lecturer on sociology at 
Columbia. Since 1901 he has been 
a member of the Harvard faculty. 

In 1898 and again in 1900 and 
1901, Ripley was vice-president of 
the American Economic Association, 
being elevated to the presidency of 
that organization in 1932. 

Best known among Ripley’s pub- 
lications is “Main Street and Wall 
Street,” which appeared in 1927. 


FINLAND ABLE TO MAINTAIN 
FAVORABLE TRADE BALANCE

BY JELSINGFORS, Feb. 10.—Fin- 
land, with its. 1932 export surplus 
the largest on record, holds fast to 
its reputation of being one of the 
few countries to show an increas- 
ingly favorable trade balance in the 
face of the economic crisis.

LAW ON ISLAND OF TONGA 
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Each Youth Gets 8% Acres of Land 
at Age of 16; It Reverts 
to State. 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand, Feb. 
10.—Poverty is a criminal offense 
on the beautiful Pacific island of 
Tonga, 1500 miles northwest of 
Auckland. A compulsory prosper- 
ity law is in force’on the island and 
it is regarded as a most serious 
offense to break it. 

The Prime Minister of Tonga, 
Prince Tugi, who is also consort of 
Queen Salote Tubou, explained the 
system when he visited Auckland 
while escorting his son to Newing- 
ton College, Sydney. He says that 
the law requires that when a Tonga 
youth reaches the age of 16 he shall 
receive eight and a quarter acres 
of land from the State. Eight acres 
of this he must plant as an insur- 
ance against starvation. The other 
quarter of an acre is a building 
plot in the village, and he has to 
put a home on it.

JAPAN SAYS JEL 
EAGUE' BUSINES 


War Office Comments on 
Geneva Query on Exten- 
sion of Movements in 
Chinese Province. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Feb. 10.—An official 
statement that Japan will reply 
with an emphatic “no” to a League 
of Nations’ request for a statement 
of Japan’s attitude toward discon- 


tinuance of the present Manchukuo 
Government was qualified later to- 
day. 

“Our negative reply is almost a 
foregone conclusion but we must 
proceed with the utmost prudence,” 
said a Government spokesman. 
Foreign Minister Yasyua Uchida 
instructed Yosuke Matsuoka, the 
special Japanese Counsel at Geneva, 
to submit the draft of his reply 
to the League Committee of 19 to 
Tokio before handing it to League 
officials. 

Hence, Japan’s answer is likely 
to be postponed two or three days 
while the Cabinet studies the mat- 
ter. 


Stands Firmly for Manchuria. 

Japan stands irrevocably for 
maintaining Japanese - sponsored 
government in Manchuria, a-Gov- 
ernment spokesman said today. He 
declared further that Chinese sov- 
ereignty in Manchuria was ended 
forever, notwithstanding reports 
that the League proposes to insist 
on Chinese rights to exercise this 
sovereignty. 

A League request as to whether 
Japan would promise not to extend 
its military operations into Jehol 
province brought a forceful com- 
ment in the Japanese War Office 
that “it’s none of the League’s busi- 
ness.” 

Japan has made no secret of its 
plans to annex the Chinese-admin- 
istered province of Jehol to Man- 
chukuo before summer. The driv- 
ing of 1000 Chinese soldiers from 
Jehol, in. Fengtien Province, Man- 
churia, was described by the War 
Office as a “police function.” The 
Japanese army was thereby acting 
as the agent for the Manchukuo 
Government, the spokesman said,

CO. LINDBERGH SENDS 
ADDITIONS T0 TROPHIES 


Gives Map and Two Watches, 
Used on Flight, to State 
Historical Society. 


Three of Charles A. Lindbergh’s 
most personal possessions—a map 
and two watches which shared in 
many adventures—have been re- 
ceived by Missouri Historical So 
ciety for display with his great 
trophy collection at Jefferson Me- 
morial. 

“We are sending by express three 
of our most valued possessions,” 
he wrote to Mrs. Nettie Beauregard, 
curator and archivist. “We feel 
that they will be safer in the Jef- 
ferson Memorial than in our home. 
One is a map which I purchased in 
St. Louis in 1923 about the time of 
the races at Lambert Field. I 
mounted it on wing covering with 
‘dope’ and used it to record the 
various cross-country flights I 
made. The map was carried on 
many of the longer flights. Those 
of the Spirit of St. Louis are 
marked in red. 

“One is a watch which belonged 
to my mother’s father. I carried it 
from soon after his death until two 
or three years ago. This is the 
watch which I carried on all of the 
flights of the Spirit of St. Louis 
and during all of my previous fly- 
ing. It has had over 3000 hours of 
flying time and has made about 
17 parachute jumps. I do not know 
how old it is. My grandfather car- 
ried it as far back as I can remem- 
ber. Just under the stem is the 
mark of his dental drill where he 
was apparently testing the material 
the case was made of. 

Watch Used for Observations. 

“The third is the watch we used 
for taking sun observations on our 
transcontinental flight in 1930. Anne 
used it in timing the observations 
she made while I flew. The red 
figures denote hour angle in arc 
and save the steps necessary io 
convert hour angle in time to hour 
angle in arc. We worked out this 
system in Los Angeles prior to the 
flight and to the best of my knowl- 
edge it was the first time readings 
had been taken directly in arc.” 

The technical terms of his last 
paragraph were “Greek” to the re- 
porter as to Mrs. Beauregard.. Con- 
sultation with an aviator, however, 
confirmed the inference that the 
arc referred to compass corrections 
made from hour to hour in flying 
a “Great Circle” course. Col. Lind- 
bergh had gone them one better 
in graduating the watch, a Weems

MISSOURI SENATE 
ADVANCES BEER BILL 


But Measure May Be Dropped 
and House Proposal 
Adopted. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.—Le- 


galized beer, when, as and if Con- 


gress amends the Volstead act to 
permit, was one step nearer for 
Missouri today following numerous 
defeats of the Senate drys yester- 
day. 

The House has passed, 98 to 34, 
the Brogan-Roberts bill declaring 
beer with an alcoholic content of 
3.2 per cent to be non-intoxicating. 
The Senate voted by a great ma- 
jority yesterday to put a virtual du- 
plicate of the House measure, Sen- 
ate bill 26, through the semi-final 
stage of perfection. The action was 
indicative of predominantly wet 
sentiment among the Senators. 

As a matter of efficiency, the 
Senate bill, which a few drys 
jockeyed long and valiantly to stale- 
mate, probably will be dropped 
| within the next few days and the 
Senate, if unanimous consent can 
be obtained, will adopt the House 
bill. Then, the bill having been 
passed by both houses, it will be 
referred to Gov. Park. Wets are 
confident the Governor will not 
veto it. 

If that course is followed with 
the Brogan-Roberts beer bill, it 
will be followed also with a com- 
panion measure passed by the 
House which alters sections of the 
existing State dry law to conform 
wit the Brogan-Roberts bill.

‘American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co.’s annual statement, issued to- 
day, shows net income for 1932 of 
$145,906,909, equivalent to $7.82 a 
share on the average amount of 
capital stock outstanding during 
the year. For 1931 the company 
reported net income of $166,666,533, 
or $9.05 a share. 

Dividends paid during the year 
exceeded net income by $22,047,194, 
and this amount was charged to 
surplus. Dividends received from 
the Associated Bell companies to- 
taled $137,379,816, of which about 
$22,400,000 was not earned, but tak- 
en from subsidiary company sur- 
pluses. In 1931 the Bell companies 
paid total dividends of $150,135,883 
to the parent company, of which 
approximately $3,400,000 was not 
earned. 

Considering the earnings of the 
Be!) system as a whole, including 
the Western Electric Co., which last 
year paid no dividends, the net in- 
come applicable to American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph shares was 
equal to $5.96 a share. Thus net 


of 1931. Cash increased to $59,771,- 
569 from $50,239,747, but holdings of 
Government obligations decreased 
to $144,478,899 from $239,289,893. To- 
tal assets of the system were §$4,- 
901,575,912, compared with $5,024,- 
335,551 on Dec. 31, 1931.

Total operating revenues of the 
system decreased $119,400,000 or 11 
per cent, and a like decrease was 
reported in operating expenses 
other than depreciations. 

During the year the number of 
Bell telephones in service decreased 
10 per cent,*President Walter’ S.

There were no net additions to 
plant as a whole in 1932, the plant 
investment showing a decrease of 
$6,300,000, as compared with an 
average increase for the previous 
five years of $272,000,000 per year. 

Concerning the company’s divi- 
dend policy, Gifford said: “For 
many years an important considera- 
tion back of the financial policy of 
the company has bcen the fact that 
regular dividends, representing, as 
they do, a return on actual cash 
invested, are vital to the day to day 
living of the vast majority of its 
hundreds of thousands of stockhold- 
ers, more than half of whom are 
women. No stockholder owns as 
much as 1 per cent of the stock out- 
standing, the average holding per 
stockholder being 27 shares.” 

At the end of the year the com- 
pany had 700,851 stockholders, a 
net increase of 55,948 since the end 
of 1931.

Good Way to Provide Neces- 
sary Fruits and 
Vegetables. 


How many women read articles 
and hear lectures on the impor- 
tance of fruits and vegetables in 
the diet, then continually must 
watch their families flatly refuse 
to eat either in anything like suf- 
ficient quantities.

GOVERNMENT BUREAU 
FOR CANNED FISH 


Praises This Food and Points 
Out Its Health 
Values. 


Canned salmon is one of the low- 
priced articles on the grocer’s 
shelves in winter. Sardines, kip- 
pered herring, tuna fish and canned 
herring roe also are cheap. These 
particular fish products mean more 
than mere items for low-cost meals, 
says the Bureau of Home Econ- 
omics of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. They have unusual 
value in the diet. 

Canned salmon comes from the 
salmon fisheries of the Pacific 
Coast. Millions of pounds are 
canned each year and shipped all 
over the world. There are five 
kinds of Pacific salmon and though 
they are closely related species of 
fish, they usually sell at different 
prices. The king salmon, or chi- 
nook, or spring salmon, as it is 
called in different regions of the 
coast, is a higher-priced fish than 
any of the others as a rule. Next 
comes the sockeye or red salmon. 
The humpback or pink, the silver 
or coho, and the keta or chum are 
the cheaper grades, all widely used. 
The Pacific salmons are very oily 
fish and the oil is rich in two of 
the vitamins—the fat-soluble vita- 
mins A and D. The deeper colored 
fish are richer than the others, 
which means that of the four 
cheaper salmons, the red and the 
humpback or pink are likely to be 
the better sources of these vita- 
mins. Vitamin A is important in 
human food because it helps to pre- 
vent infections of eyes, nose, throat 
and the digestive tract. Vitamin D 
is the factor that prevents rickets 
in children, provided they have

Canned salmon has another im- 
portant value besides is vitamins 
A and D. It contains the factor 


| that will prevent pellagra, a disease 


prevalent in sections of this coun- 
try where the diet consists chiefly 
of corn meal, fat meat and mo- 
lasses. Scientists who studied this 
disease found that* by the addition 
of canned salmon to this diet they 
could either prevent pellagra or 
cure it where it occurred. 

Sardines are young herrings, 
which are also very oily fish. They 
are rich in vitamin D, as are the 
larger herring also. 

Canned fish is convenient, as well 


| as appetizing, in school lunches, or 


' Other lunches, or in salatis. There 
are innumerable other ways to 
serve canned salmon. It is used 
in combinations with other foods. 
It may be creamed or scalloped. 


| Salmon loaf, salmon chowder, sal- 


mon patties or croquettes are fa- 
vorites. Kippered herring scalloped 
with macaroni, makes a most appe- 
tizing dish, and a cheap one. Her- 
ring roe, if mixed with riced pota- 
toes and fried in patties, is good

Peas and Salmon. 

One No. 2 can peas.

Beat until well blended and light. 
When cold make tnto cakes, brown 
on both sides in fat, and serve at 
once. 

Herring and Macaroni. 

One-quarter pound macaroni, 
broken into small pieces. 

One-half pound can kippered her- 
ring. 

Two tablespoons butter or other 
fat. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One pint milk. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup buttered crumbs. 

Cook macaroni in boiling salted 
water until tender. Drain. Remove 
skin from fish and cut tham into 
pieces. Make a sauce of the fat, 
fiour, salt and milk. Put macaroni 
and fish into a greased baking dish 
in alternate layers, pouring some of 
the sauce over each layer. Cover 
with buttered crumbs and bake un- 
til the sauce bubbles and the 
crumbs are brown. 


PECAN AND PEPPER SALAD 


3 medium green peppers. 

% pound cream cheese. 

3 hard-cooked eggs. 

% pound pecans. 

1 medium sour pickle. 

1-3 cup cooked salad dressing. 

Wash peppers, cut off tops and 
remove seeds. Meanwhile beat 
cream cheese with a fork until 
smooth, Add hard-cooked eggs, 
nuts, and pickle, all of which have 
been put through a food chopper.

JAPANESE USE HUMOR

Japanese, original and artistic in 
cookery as in many other things, 
have exhibited a sense of humor as 
well as art in a dish called “Moth- 
erand Child” (Oyakodombori)—a 
combination of chicken and hard 
cooked eggs, the chicken being the 
mother and the egg the child. It is 
served with rice and is made as fol- 
lows:

Oranges and Grapefruit Skins 
May Be Converted 
Into Sweets, 


Now that oranges and grapefruit 
are so cheap, quantities of both are 
being consumed, and it’s rather a 


pity to throw away all the skins 
when they Gan be used to good ad- 
vantage for bridge parties and 
teas. : 

For 10 ounces of peel, take two 
cups of granulated sugar, one and 
one-half cups of water and one-half 
teaspoon salt to make the syrup. 

Select fruit with thick, smooth, 
light-colored skin free from rusget 
and blemish. 

Strip the peel from the fruit in 
quartér sections, including all of the 
white part possible. Cut the peel 
into strips one-fourth to one-half 
inch wide. Do not trim off either 
outer rind or white pith; use the 
entire peel. 

Parboil thé peel three times. Add 
two quarts of cold water each time, 
bring to the boil, cook for one-half 
hour, and discard the water after 
each cooking. Add more water if 
it boils away rapidly. The strips 
should then be tender and must 
be handled gently to prevent break- 
ing. 

Bring the sugar, water and salt 
to the boiling point in a saucepan 
about eight inches in diameter, Add 
the strips of peel ao that they lie 
parallel to each other, to prevent 
their being broken when turned. 
Cook rapidly for about 40 minutes, 
then reduce the heat, and continue 
to boil gently for about 30 to 40 
minutes longer. Have the heat very 
moderate during the last of the 
cooking so that the sirup does not 
scorch, and turn the strips of peel 
frequently with a fork. 

Sugar Roll. 

When all the syrup is absorbed, 
place strips, skin side down, on 
waxed paper. When cool roll in 
granulated sugar until there is a 
thin coating of distinct crystals. Let 
the peel dry out for a few hours be- 
fore serving, or overnight if it is to 
be stored. Wrap in waxed paper 
and store in tight tin or glass con- 
tainers. If properly stored in a 
moderately cool place, it should 
keep in good condition for two or 
three weeks. 

Success is much more certain if 
weights rather than measures are 
used. A slight excess of sugar 
makes the peel too hard, and too 
small a proportion gives an insipid 
flavor and watery texture. 

When larger quantities of peel 
are jellied at one time, the process 
should be slightly changed. If twice 
this quantity is used (20 ounces 
of peel), in parboiling use only 
enough water to cover it well. In 
making a syrup, choose a sauce- 
pan about 10 inches in diameter, 
and use four cups of sugar, but 
only two cups of water, so as to 
make the boiling-down process less 
tedious. 

For chocolate-coated peel, instead 
of rolling it in sugar, let the peel 
dry off for several hours, cut in 
pieces about two inches long, and 
dip in melted chocolate. Apples also 
may be dipped in chocolate as fol- 
lows: 

Chocolate Coated Apples. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup honey. 

One-half cup water. 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

Three tart, firm apples, 

Boil together the sugar, heviey, 
water and salt for a few minutes. 
Wash, core and pare the apples, 
cut into half-moon shaped pieces 
about half an inch thick, drop into 
the syrup, and cook rapidly until 
the apples are transparent and 
practically all the syrup is ab- 
sorbed. Lift onto waxed paper to 
dry. Break up cake chocolate made 
especially for dipping candies, and 
put into a shallow digh over ‘hot 
water. As soon as the chocolate 
begins to soften, remove from the 
hot water. Dip the pieces of apple 
into the melted chocolate until well 
coated, and place on waxed paper 
to dry. Pack the apple candies in 
layers between sheets of waxed pa- 
per. °

Drain a small can of slided beets 
saving the juice.

Soak one tablespoon 
plain gelatine in one-fourth cup 
cold water for 10 minutes, then add 
to three-fourths cup boiling wzter 
and stir until dissolved. Season with 
two tablespoons lemon juice, one 
half teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon celery salt, two teaspoons 
sugar and the beet juice. 

Let cool until just beginning to 
thicken, them add the beets and 
celery and pour into six individual 
héart-shaped molds. Chill, turn 
out on shredded lettuce and gar- 
nish with cream cheese put through 
a pastry tube. Serve with well sea- 
soned mayonnaise. 

Sweetheart Cakes. 

Cream one-half cup shortening 
and gradually beat in one cup 
sugar. When well blended, add two 
egg yolks and beat well. Beat the 
egg whites until stiff. Mix one and 
three-fourths cups sifted cake fiour 
with one-half teaspoon salt, two 
teaspoons’ baking powder and one- 
eighth teaspoon grated nutmeg, 
sift and add alternately with 
two-thirds cup milk to the sugar 
and shortening mixture. When well 
mixed, fold in the egg whites and 
the grated rind of an orange. 

Bake in small cake tins in a hot 
oven for 15 minutes. Cool, cover 
with decorative icing and garnish 
with little red candy hearts. Make 
a border of little icing roses around 
the edge of each cake, using a pas- 
try tube and pale pink icing. Makes 
24 little cakes.

“Mrs. Price asked me if I would 
go to Washington with her to see 
Lincoln,” said Mrs. Rankin, “and I 
sort of hesitated but my husband 
spoke up and said, ‘Mag, you go!’ 

“We all met the next morning at

in on the ‘accommodation’—and set 
out for Washington. It took us 
‘two days to get there, and we sat 
‘up all the way, but we got there

Mrs. Rankin, whose black eyes 
snap as she tells the story, living 
again a day forever gone, recalls 
that the President invited them to 
be seated and her companion then 
handed him the letter of introduc- 
tion, which told of the plight of 
her husband and brother. 

“Somehow he didn’t seem to read 
the letter,” Mrs. Rankin said, “just 
glanced at it and leaned back and 
turned to Mrs. Price and said, very 
low and gentle-like: 

“Well, lady, just tell me in your 
own words what you want. I’m 
glad to oblige you in anything you 
may wish.” 

Eagerly Mrs. Price began to tell 
him the story. Hardly had she 
mentioned her ill father, than the 
President interrupted, turned to 
his .secretary, directed: 

“*You go write a pardon for those 
boys.’ 

“Lincoln kept his eyes on us all 
the time,” Mrs. Rankin said, “and 
it seemed when he looked at you 
that he wanted to do you good and 
nothing else. 

“He was just like an old fatherly 
man. He didn’t act dignified. He 
just acted friendly. And he wasn’t 
all dressed up. Just ordinary 
clothes, like those worn by the 
folks back home. Clean but nothing 
fancy.”

RS. RANKIN admitted that 
\ eS had been opposed to Lin- 

coln because of his Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation, since she her- 
self was a slave-holder, but recalls 
that as she sat in his office and 
heard his kindly voice she thought

dent because you can tell he’s a 
good man as soon as you look at 
him.” 

“The secretary finished writing 
something on a piece of paper,” the 
old lady continued, “and Lincoln 
turned around to the table and 
signed it. Then he got up and 
bowed and handed it to Mrs. Price 
and said: 

“*Take this to Rock Island prison 
and take your husband and brother 
home.’ 

Bewildered, the young wife re- 
sponded: “Oh, do you think they 
will let me take them?” and Lin- 
coln replied: “Why, certainly they 
will. You just hand them that let- 
ter.” 

Mrs. Rankin remembers that 
President Lincoln turned to them 
and said: . 

“T am giad to be of service to 
you. You are about the third ones 
that have been in here this morn- 
ing that I have rendered a favor 
to. Since I have been President 
of the United States I have never 
missed a day granting a favor, and 
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sometimes many favors. That is 
one of the reasons that I am proud 
to be President. 

“Why, only yesterday ‘Little Blos- 
som’ came to me, bareheaded and 
barefooted, to save her brother, sen- 
tenced to be shot for sleeping on 
duty when he was doing double 
duty for a sick comrade. A train 
conductor sent her to me. He 
should have a medal.” 

“And then Mr. Lincoln asked us 
how long we expected to remain in 
the city,” Mrs. Rankin went on 
eagerly, “and I told him we were 
going right home. 

“He had hjs secretary find out 
what time the first train left that 
would take us to Rock Island pris- 
on and then he shook hands with 
us and said to Mrs. Price: ‘Good 
luck to you, lady.’

But he was like 
a fatherly old man—he seemed old 
to me then—nothing about him for 
anybody to be afraid of. And when 
we started out, he told the uniform- 
ed page ‘see the ladies to their 
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cab’ and we went straight to the 
depot. 

Mrs. Rankin said they went to 
the prison and “gave that letter to 
the Provost Marshal and he brought 
those two boys right out.” 


Back in St. Louis the war weary 
days dragged by. Finally, a peal- 
ing of bells and “great jubilation,” 
Mrs. Rankin recalled, when Lee 
laid down his arms at Appomattox. 
But a sad day was to come. 

“Never will I forget one spring 
morning—it wasn’t hardly day- 
light,” she said, “when I heard the 
newsboys calling louder even than 
in time of battle, and suddenly I 
heard that Lincoln was shot. ° 

“It didn’t seem possible. It’s nev- 
er seemed real to me, even after all 
the years.” 

When Mrs. Rankin was a child of 
10 she came to Versailles to go to 
school, attending “Mistress Wallace 
Witliams’ Select School for Fe- 
males.” 

“We learned something then,’ she 
remarked, “everything from eating 
right down to philosophy. We stud- 
ied every day from 8 o'clock until 
4 in the evening and we didn’t get 
out every few minutes, either. 
Schools aren’t that way anymore.” 

The narrator, known to the chil- 
dren of Versailles «as “Grandma 
Rankin” rocked briskly for a mo- 
ment in a chair which rocked the 
hours away before the lean figure 
of the Illinois rail splitter made 
its impress on the nation’s history. 

“Law!” she ejaculated, “they don’t 
even teach them to multiply now. 
Most every day I say, real sudden, 
what’s nine times seven and even 
most of the lawyers and such folk 
that I knew when they were little 
boys can’t tell me. And write—why, 
I can show you graduation essays 
I've written for folks right in this 
town now.” 

She was as good as her word. 
From a hump-backed trunk she 
took a roll of papers, some written

for despairing seniors as late as 
1919. 

But more vivid to her are the 
days when a nation’s fate was in 
the balance, when bushwhackers 
seized her neighbor, “Johnny” Du- 
gan, and hung him up to make him 
tell where the Confederate powder 
was hidden. 

“He was rescued, just in time, too, 
but ever afterwards he'd have to 
try to swallow three times before 
he could manage it.”

RS. RANKIN remembers her 
Moriene to St. Louis, even recalls 

that her husband went ahead 
and obtained lodgings in what now 
is the downtown business section, 
and that it cost her 70 cents to 
wire from Tipton “Be there this 
evening.” 

“It took from 7 o’clock in the 
morning until 8 o’clock that night 
to go from Tipton to St. Louis,” 
she said, “and we went to Tipton 
on horseback. We took the train 
there. 

“Every minute we expected to be 
robbed. I had $780 in 20-dollar gold 
pieces sewed up in my bustle—may- 
be you oughtn’t to print that, every- 
body knows it, though—and $160 
in bills. I didn’t have a big bustle, 
either. I never did like those big 
hoop skirts. But we made it all 
right.” 

In a material way, the years 
haven’t dealt kindly with Mrs. Ran- 
kin. Her old home is occupied now 
by someone else. Her family is 
scattered and she lives out her life 
in a room which was new when she 
went to school. But to her are 
golden memories and she treasures 
them. 

“When I get so lonesome it seems

The Child’s Eyes 


IGHT is important in all ages 
7 but most important during 
youth. 


Every child should have its eyes 
examined routinely, when it is given 
a health examination, and particu- 
larly before it enters school, for 
many school children who are back- 
ward in their school work suffer 
from defective vision. 


One of the common failures in the 
visual apparatus of school children 
is what is known as myopia or 
nearsightedness. It is estimated 
that there are more than a million 
children in the United States suf- 
fering from this condition. 

In hereditary myopia the eyeball 
is so shaped that the child is con- 
stitutionally nearsighted. 

There is another type called pro- 
gressive myopia, in which the child 
begins with nearsighted eyes, that 
grow more and more nearsighted 
as time passes. 

Nearsightedness can be corrected 
by properly fitted glasses. The 
frame in which the glasses are 
worn must also fit the wearer, and, 
above all, the glasses must be worn 
over the eyes and not left in the 
pocket. 

Children with defective vision 
should be spared eye fatigue. Fa- 
tigue is usually due to poor retinal 
images and to the excessive use 
of the eyes. Poor retinal images 
may be due to inadequate and im- 
proper elimination or such things 
as poor printing, and the wrong 
kind of paper.

control early today. 

The tank which exploded was 
270 feet high and 150 feet in diame- 
ter. A tank cover was blown 2500 
feet. 

The blast was felt more than 100 
miles away in the entire upper 
Rhine Valley from Cologne to the 
Swiss border. In many Rhineland 
cities the people thought an earth- 
quake had shaken the district. 

Hardly a pane of glass remained 
intact in a area within 10 miles of 
the iron works. Three or four 
Smaller blasts followed the first 
one and then the gas reservoir burst 
into flames. 

The Saarbrueckener Strasse near 
the plant was the scene of the 
waeeereatest destruction. There, in a 
small area, 50 houses were virtually 
leveled. Varying degrees of de- 
struction occurred in all. parts of 
the city, however. 

New shifts were coming to work 
&nd others were leaving. The 
Streets were crowded with these 
men, many of whom were injured.
